process for the production of a fully synthetic fiber called Perlon* This 
production was based on an invention made early in 1933 and called Lactam 
process ffiP 7AB 253. / I 


enterprises undertaking this production were in the area of the present 
Soviet Zone of Germany and Polish-occupied Germany* 

2. At war 8 s end the production had already reached considerable proportion^ and 
another substantial expansion was under way. The preliminary expansion 
program of the I. G* Far ben Corporation alone provided for the production of 
a total of 10 tons of Perlon silk daily in the Berlin-idchtenberg Plant 
together with the plant in Landsberg/Warthe (0 53/W 08) in Polish-occupied 
Germany* 15 tons of Perlon fiber daily in the Fremnitz (M 53/Z 14) Plant* 
and 3 tons of Perlon bristles and wires daily in the Berlin-Lichtenberg 
Plant. 

3* The installations of the Berlin-Llchtenberg Plant were completely dismantled. 
However, Perlon silk and Perlon fiber are manufactured in the Premnitz Plant* 
in the Landsberg/Warthe Plant, in the Wolfen (M 52/E 14) Film Factory, and 
in the Sdraarza (M 51/H 92) Cellulose Wool Plant. *
